It would be with great reluc- 
tance that the Government of 
the United States would make 
any move against France, be- 
cause pro-French sentiment in 
the U.S. is enormously strong. 

It appears certain, however, 
that if Vichy insists on — colla- 
boration with Germany against 
Britain, a severance of relations 
by the United States Govern- 
ment ‘will follow und France 
will be treated as part and parcel 
of Germany,—Reuter.

After reviewing 
relations with Vichy since 
armistice, Mr. Cordell Hull said 
United States policy “has been 
based on assurances by the French 
Government that there was no in- 
tention on its part to exceed the 
strict limitations imposed” by the 
urmistice.”

German collaburation being “ini- 
mical,"” was as follows:—-

“It would seem scarcely believ- 
able that the French Government 
at Vichy should adopt a policy of 
collaboration with other powers 
for the. purpose of aggressive op- 
pression—despite indications ap~- 
pearing in our preliminary reports. 

“Such action would mot only 
be yielding priceloss rights and 
interests beyond the require- 
monts of the harsh armistice but 
would at once place France in 

substantial political and = mill- 

tary subservience and would 

also make her, in part, an In- 
strument of aggression against 
many other peoptes gnd Nations. 

“This could only be utterly ini- 
mical to the just rights of other 
countries, to say nothing of its 
ultimate effects on the liberties, 
true interests and welfare of th 
people of Frarice.” .

A few hours after the invasion 
began the Germans attacked 
Eben-Kimael. They attacked {ft 
in the one manner which had not 
been foreseen, or had not been 
thought practicable by the Bel- 
ian military engineers, They 
landed scores of parachutists on 
the roof of the fort. 


No Ordinary Roof 


Now this roof was no ordin- 
ary roof, It covered a land sur- 
face of forty hectares—about 100 
acres, 


When it was reported to the 
Belgian High Command, M. 
Pierlot told me, that German 
troops had tanded on the for- 
tress, batteries in the vicinity 
were ordered to turn thelr 
guns on the invaders, But by 
the use of smoke clouds the 
Germans evaded observation. 
And soon they had actually 
disappeared into the bowels of 
the fort. 


After attacking the gun crews 
in the casemates, with tear gas 
and hand grenades, the Germans 
actually climbed down the long 


vertical shafts or chimneys which 
Jed from the gun casemates to 
the central munition magazine of 
the fort. They seized this 
magazine, and thus — effectively 
put the guns out of action, 


When the commandant of the 
fortress telephoned to the High 
Command to report this astonish- 
itty situation, he was instructed 
to blow up the magazine, This 
was done, und all the Germans 
were killed. But the explosion 
wrecked the entire central struc- 
ture of the fort and thus left it 
without any defences except the 
automatic arms in the pill-boxes 
on its periphery. 


Fanatical Courage 
And Cunning 
The moral of this amazing in- 


cident is that no defensive posi- 
tlons, however powerful, are en- 


tirely proof against surprise, 
fanatical courage, cunning and 
ingenuity, and the story should 
not be lost on those responsible 
for our anti-invaston defences,

But 
already it is clear that whatever 
their private verdict on the capl- 
tulation of the young king, many 
prominent Belgians have nothing 
but praise for hts demeanour 
since he has been confined to his 
palace at Laeken as 4 prisoner of 
war, 


“The King’s  atlitude of pro- 
test," suid M, Pierlot, “has been 
confirmed and ratified by the en- 
tire nation, Belgium is tempor- 
arily conquered, but she has not 
and will not submit to the will of 
the conqueror, and her spirit of 
resistance is as strong as in 1914, 


“We remain at war with 
Germany, at the side of Great 
Britain and her Empire, and the 
Governments of those couin- 
tries which, like ours, have 
been occupied by the Germans. 
Qur army ls not yet anything 
more than a nucleus, but It is 
full of ardour. Our airmen are 
flying with yours, and shortly 
will be organised as a distinct 
unit, with the national colours. 
Our merchant marine carries 
troops and supplies for the 
Allied cause, and our workmen 
are employed in British muni- 
tlon factories.”

“Too Tragic And 
Too Comic’”’ 


That is the general opinion of 
outside observers in Vichy, There 
are other decent, patriotic French- 
men in the capital, but they are 
rare exceptions in the hosts of 
self-seeking futile politicians who 
overflow the town. Were it not 
for the Marshal, the — tragic- 
comedy would be at once too 
tragic and too comic for words. 

Marshal Petain’s closest ad- 
visers are not professional poli- 
ticians, They are Dr. Bernard

Young Menetrel succeed- 
ed him upon his father’s death 
ten years ago. He is not a 
politician, but undoubtedly has a 
good deal to do with short cir- 
cuiting some who wish to see 
the Marshal and making it easy 
for others. He is an old-fashion- 
ed Frenchman, anti-English, anti- 
German, anti-Jewish,  anti-for- 
eign, He had a good deal to do 
with Laval’s ouster. 


M. Dumoulin De La Barthete 
is neither anti-Engllsh nor 
anti-Semitic as are so many of 
the Vichy people. He ls in 
disfavour with the Germans 
and is exptcted to follow 
Peyrouton, Atibert and others 
to oblivion one of these days.

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PLANNING THE FUTURE 


Town-planning was an 
important civic art in 
Greece and Rome, but 


when the Industrial 
Revolution was changing 
the face and structure oi 
Britain nobody troubled 
about it. Wordsworth 
said that the invention of 
the steam-engine was a 
blessing, because mills, no 
longer dependent upon 
waler power, could now 
be built in ugly towns in-| 
stead oof — spoiling |. the 
charm and peace at 
valleys. It was assumed 
that the new towns must 
be uply. This was a con- 
sequence of our social his- 
torv. The all-powerful 
aristocracy of the eigh-' 
teenth century lived in: 
the country and lavished | 
its taste on the care and| 
decoration of itssmansions | 
and its parks. City life, 
so brisk and picturesque 
in the Middle Ages, had 
steadily declined. Con- 
sequently, at the time of 
the Industrial Revolution 
there was no strong city 
tradition such as had in- 
spired Florence or Bruges 
or Coventry in the Middle 
Ages or Smyrna or Corinth 
in classical times.

problem of planning is 
much vaster than the pro- 
blem that faced States 
like Sweden which gave, 
their minds to it a century 
ago. Interesting — dis- 
cussions at Oxford con- 
ferece give us some! 
idea of the range of the, 
modern problem.

One German auman, 
now a prisoner of war, remarked 
when he was captured: "If the 
Royal Air Force continue their 
activities inp Germany us at pre- 
sent, the war will svon be over.”

Some of the public in Germany 
do not know about it bectuse vist 
areas of country have been put 
vut of bounds for fear that the 
extent of the damage caused by 
British bombers might leak out. 

During twenty-eight visits to 
Hamm, the junction of the big- 
gest railway system in Western 
Germany, hundreds of tons of 
high explosive bombs have been 
dropped.
